TH E DOW NPOUR. 
H eavy K alns R eported in M any L ocalities 
—M arch W inds.

Colusa, March 4th.—There was a high 
southwest wind, accompanied by lain, here 
all day. The rainfall was 1.13 inches for 
the twenty-four hours, and 9.02 for the sea­ 
son. 
I.ivermobe, March 4th.—At U this morn­ 
ing an unusually strong southeast wind 
sprang up, blowing for half an hour. Sev­ 
eral windmills were torn asunder, small 
trees blown over, and numerous small 
barns outside of town unroofed, it rained 
Cor an hour, precipitating one inch. Alter 
four hours’ cessation rain began falling 
heavily again, and the prospects are lor a 
night's storm. The total rainfall for the 
season is now 11.20 inches. 
G ilro y, March 4th.—Pouring rain here 
all day with strong wind. 
S an R afael, March 4th.—Rain com­ 
menced to fall early this morning, accom­ 
panied by hail and thunder. Mount Ta- 
malpais was covered with a light cap of 
snow. The rainfall was 1.24 inches for the 
last twenty-four hours. 
P etalum a, March 4th.—The heaviest six 
hours’ rain of the season fell this forenoon, 
giving 1.10 inches. Since the 1st 2 47 
inches has been precipitated, giving 14.10 
inches for the season. This will be suffi­ 
cient for the general need, and a great 
blessing after the north winds. The streets 
leading to the creek are flooded, and the 
rain is still pouring. 
Santa R osa, March 4th.—The most se­ 
vere storm of the season occurred this 
morning. From 7 o'clock till noon over 
an inch of water fell, almost deluging the 
streets. Large hailstones fell for several 
minutes, and a heavy west wind accompa­ 
nied the storm. 
St. H elen a, March 4th—T he rainfall 
front last evening to four this day was 1.30 
inches. Total for the season nearly 23 
inches. 


TH E JU L IA DISASTER. 
A nother Body Found—The 
YV reeked 
H ollers. 
Vallexo, March 4th.—About noon yes­ 
terday the body of E. M. McDonald was 
recovered from the wreck of the Julia. It 
was found lying beneath a portion of the 
boiler. After the boiler was hoisted out 
the diver went down and brought the body 
to the surface. The tace and limbs were 
badly burned and the neck and four ribs 
broken. Deceased was 07 years old, and 
leaves a widow and three grown-up chil­ 
dren. 
The remains of the ill-fated steamer lay 
moored to the Whitelaw at the Port Costa 
Lumber Company’s wharf. The Captain 
of the wrecker was awaiting the rise of the 
tide in order that he might be able to float 
the hull to shore. All of the ironwork is 
out, with the exception of one pump. 
The barrels of both boilers have been se­ 
cured, and they are in a deplorable state. 
The starboard boiler is turned inside out, 
besides being ripped and torn in several 
places, and each rupture shows lamination 
of the iron. The back tube-sheet is pulled 
out and torn to pieces, the tubes being 
scattered in everyfdirection. The barrel of 
the port boiler is not so bad. 
Many people visited the scene yesterday 
and to-day and spent hours looking at the 
exploded boilers. At 10 o’clock to-morrow 
the experts will meet on the wharf and se­ 
lect pieces of the boiler-iron for testing. 
The death-roll has reached twenty-nine. 
Two of the wounded are having a hard tight 
for life. 
A HEAVY LOSS. 
Burning o f a G reat AVinery and Stock 
N ear Fresno. 
F resno, March 4th. — The Marguerita 
Winery, the largest in this countv, con­ 
taining a full complement of machinery, 
valuable still, immense vats filled with 
wine and brandy, situated five miles from 
this city, was discovered to be on tire at 
noon yesterday. The flames spread with 
great rapidity, the brandy burning fiercelv, 
and in ten minutes after the discovery the 
roof fell in. Both buildings, the stock and 
machinery, are a total loss. 
The property was valued at about $250,­ 
000. 
The insurance is nominal and is 
placed with San Francisco offices, hence 
the amount cannot be learned. The winery 
and vineyard of 000 acres on which it 
stood, were owned by Rogers ifc Co., of San 
Francisco. The flames are thought to have 
been started on the roof from a spark from 
the smoke stack of the engine.

morning off Spear-street wharf. She had 
on board a number of passengers from the 
City of Peking, and was anchored off Mis­ 
sion Rock. The severe weather to-day 
caused her to part her cables, and she 
drifted towards the Spear-street wharf. 
Tugs were immediately dispatched to catch 
her, but before any of them could make 
fast she struck the wharf, knocking a large 
hole in her side. 
The passengers all managed to scramble 
out on the dock, and the tug Relief got a 
hawser on board and hauled her out into 
the bay, about two hundred yards from the 
wharf. She turned bottom-up, and her en 
gine.s and boilers crashed through and went 
to the bottom of the bay. 
The loss is about $20,000. Most of the 
Peking’s passengers lost their effects. It is 
stated that there was $0,000 in gold on 
board, most of which was lost. No one 
was injured.

A NICE QUESTION. 
T he G overnm ent and M exico Involved In 
an E xtradition M uddle. 
[Copyright, 1 -'Is, by the California Associated Pres-.] 
E l P aso (Tex.), March 4th.—An intricate 
question of extradition between the United 
States and Mexico has arisen in the case ot 
Charles Hudson, charged with being one 
of the Mapula train robbers. He was ar­ 
rested in Texas and carried to Pasodel Norte, 
Mex., for trial by the Mexicans. The E l 
Paso Judge did not want to assume the re­ 
sponsibility, and submitted the matter to 
the Department of State at Washington for 
decision. Secretary Bayard replies to the 
Governor of the State of Texas that in a 
long line of precedents—notably the Trem­ 
ble case—Laredo opposed the surrender of 
an American citizen to a foreign Govern­ 
ment until the American could exercise 
all the privileges of a proper extradition, 
and until the accused had a full op­ 
portunity for a hearing before the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States on 
a writ of babeas corpus. Before the 
party arrived. Hudson, the accused, had 
already voluntarily gone back to Chihua­ 
hua to stand trial, stating that he felt fully 
convinced that Jiis innocence would be 
established. 
In justification of Secretary Bayard's 
position, it is stated that in 1874 a Mexican 
citizen named Francisco Perez murdered 
an American in Brownsville, Tex., and 
then escaped to Mexican territory. When 
asked to surrender him the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment declined on the principle that the 
extradition treaty between the United 
States and Mexico states that neither of the 
contracting parties be bound to deliver up 
its own citizens. 


SCIENCE IN SURGERY. 
Snecess of h D elicate Surgical O peration 
on a N ew Yorker.

N ew Y o rk , March 4th.—Last Thursday 
a comparatively rare surgical operation was 
performed with success on Charles Ottraan, 
a well-known meat dealer, who was 
troubled for about a year with what was 
thought to be Bright’s disease. The mal­ 
ady apparently disappeared, but reappeared 
about four months ago, and Professor 
Loomis and son took charge of the 
case. They came to the conclusion that 
the left 
kidney was disintegrating, 
the cause being tuberculosis. Extirpation 
of the affected organ was decided upon, and 
the operation was performed by Dr. F. 
Lange befóte a number of prominent sur­ 
geons. The diseased kidney was found to 
be indurated in spots, while cavities of 
pos showed destruction of the tissues. 
The patient is recovering rapidly, and it is 
believed that, in spite of the total loss of so 
important an organ, he will fully regain 
his vital powers.

Mosby's Claim on the Governm ent 
Bandall Booking After Cali­ 
fornia's Interests—Etc.

TH E PACIFIC ROADS. 
C om m issioner A nderson and Col. R ay­ 
m ond Before the Senate C om m ittee. 
W ashington. March 4th.—The Senate 
Special Committee to which was referred 
the reports of the Pacific Railway Commis­ 
sion, gave u further hearing yesterday to 
matters relating to the affairs of the Union 
Pacific. Commissioner Anderson addressed 
the committee, explaining substantially as 
he had previously explained to the House 
Committee, the provisions of the Commis­ 
sion's bill. During his explanation of the 
nature of the security now possessed by 
the Government for the Union Pacific debts, 
and that to be given by the company under 
the provisions of either the Commission or 
Outhwaite bill. Senator Morgan asked if he 
(Anderson) was prepared as a lawyer to 
assert that the Government has no right to 
declar e a statutory lien now for the further 
security of bouds upon any property that 
may be possessed by the company. 
To this Anderson replied that he was 
prepared to iuake that assertion ; that 
while the United States might require the 
company to do anything in reason, it could 
not extend its lieu over one inch of prop­ 
erty that was not authorized by statutory 
provisions. 
Later during the hearing Senator Morgan 
read the following, which he had in the 
meantime written out, covering his views 
of the point thus raised; “ The legislative 
power is able to give a remedy by lejal or 
equitable attachment, according to the na­ 
ture of the property to be sequestered, to 
simply a contract creditor whose demand 
is not yet due, and an attachment can also 
he prescribed in the statute according to the 
judgment of the Legislature. In this case 
the necessity of doing this by a general law 
(if there is any such necessity) is avoided 
by the reservation of power to alter or 
amend the statute. I suppose that reserva­ 
tion has as much reference to providing for 
the security of a mortgaged estate as to any 
other possible need for legislative interfer­ 
ence, and that under its provisions Congress 
could give such remedy against a consoli­ 
dated company.” 
Anderson contended that if the question 
thus raised shall come up at all, it will 
come not as against the Union Pacific, 
which now offers ample security lor its 
debt, hut against the Central Pacific. 
R aymond's r ejo in d er. 
To this Colonel Haymond, attorney for 
the Central Pacific, rejoined that the repu­ 
tation and integrity of the Central Pacific 
Directors having been assailed, they would 
assent to no bill which should propose to 
settle the question upon a mere moneyed 
basis. They would assent to any bill 
which provides lor a fair investigation of 
all these facts by the Courts, aud would 
answer all questions regardless of the stat­ 
ute of limitation, all questions as to 
whether they were bound to the Govern­ 
ment and would agree with the United 
States upon the same principles that govern 
the transactions of a guardian with his 
wards. They claimed they had done no 
wrong to the United States.' That was why 
he had proposed to the committee, a few 
days ago, to go over this case upon an en­ 
tirely different basis, because he was ad­ 
vised the Directors of the Central Pacific 
would not make simply a moneyed settle­ 
ment. They could afford to lose this prop­ 
erty, but they could not afford to trade 
upon their reputation, character and stand­ 
ing. 
MOSBY’S HONESTY. 
The Kx-Confederate Otttcer H as a Claim 
A gainst the G nvernuieut.

W ashington, March 4th.—Colonel J. S. 
Mosby, late Consul at Hong-kong. who 
has become a resident of San Francisco, 
has been in Washington for some time past 
engaged in the preparation and argument 
of a claim he has against the United States 
Government before the Court of Claims. 
Col. Mosby savs that the law on the sub­ 
ject of fees did not discriminate with suffi­ 
cient distinctness between the fees which 
belonged to the Consnl and those which 
belonged to the Government. He adopted 
the rule of turning all fees into the Treas­ 
ury, trusting to the good faith of the Gov­ 
ernment. and supposing that the officials 
of the Treasury Department, in the final 
settlement of his accounts, would credit 
him with whatever was his share, instead 
of doing this they kept the fees which he 
now claims belonged to him, but said he 
was a fool for turning them into the treas­ 
ury. At the same time, he having sur­ 
rendered them, they could not be re­ 
covered. 
Mosby has sued the Government in the 
Court of Claims to recover $16,000. He 
says; “After paying all the expenses of 
the Hongkong Consulate, including my 
own salary, I paid a balance to the United 
States Treasury, in six years, of $60,000. 
Previous to my appointment there had 
been a Consulate at Hongkong for thirty 
years, and the total amount that the Uni­ 
ted States received dnriDg that time was 
only $25,000. I want to add, however, that 
if I fail in my suit I will be no worse off 
than I am now. I am the plaintiff, not a 
defendant. 1 paid this money into the 
Treasury for the purpose of avoiding any 
controversy about fees with the Govern­ 
ment and for the purpose of protecting 
my reputation and character. 1 do not re­ 
gret my action, even if the Court should 
decide that I am not entitled to any portion 
of the money thus voluntarily surrendered. 
I would rather lose the fees than my char­ 
acter. I would also much rather sue the 
Government than have* the Government 
sue me, as it did the Consul-General to 
London.” 


IN CONGRESS. 
H ow the N ation’s Law -M akers w ill Con­ 
sum e the W eek. 
W ashington, March 4th —The 8enate 
Committee on Appropriations intends to 
call up on Monday or Tuesday the urgent 
deficiency bill. It is expected that it will 
be disposed of without much delay. The 
dependent pension bill is unfinished busi­ 
ness, having the right of way over every­ 
thing but the appropriation bill. The 
under-valuation bill, which gave way a 
week ago to the pension bill, will be taken 
up as soon as the latter is disposed of. 
It is expected that the Senate Committee 
on Finance will on Tuesday take up and 
report back favorably thp House bill au­ 
thorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
purchase United States bonds with the 
Treasury surplus, and an opportunity will 
possibly be found during the week to bring 
it before the Senate for passage. 
The Alabama contested election case will 
be called ut> in the House to-morrow. The 
indications are that a bitter party strife 
will be developed, and that at least two 
davs will be required to dispose of it. 
The Committee on Indian Affairs has 
been assigned two days of the week for the 
consideration of its' bills, the most im­ 
portant of which are those for the division 
of the great Sioux Reservation in Dakota 
and the restoration to the public domain 
of part of the Uintah Reservation in Utah. 
One or more of the various labor bills 
now on the calendar are likely to be dis­ 
cussed and acted upon during the week.

Mr. Randall’s bill 
will not be hostile to California's indus­ 
tries. it will keep the rates of the duty’ on 
plums, prunes, raisins, dates and other 
fruits where they now are. Borax will be 
put upon the free list, but boracic acid will 
be protected, as will wool, lumber and salt. 
Suit to Cancel a P atent. 
W ashington, March 4th.—The Attorney- 
General has caused to be prepared a bill of 
complaint bringing suit against Magnus 
Swenson, the purpose being to cancel the 
sorghum sugar patent taken out bv him. 
The document sets forth that Swenson’s 
discoveries were made while he was an 
employe of the Government, receiving a 
salary for conducting experiments in that 
line. 
A Southern Pacific Suit. 
W ashington, March 4th.—The Secretary 
of the Interior, in a letter to the Attorney- 
General, has recommended him to drop 
the proceedings being instituted against the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, to the 
end that a decree may be obtained direct­ 
ing the manner in which a partition of the 
“ tenant in common ” lands may be ob­ 
tained. 
P ublic Land B ill. 
W ashington. March 4th.—The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands yesterday con­ 
sidered the proposed amendments to the 
general land-forfeiture bill. It agreed to 
report favorably upon the provision, fixing 
the price of land forfeited and opened to 
settlement under the bill at $1 25 per acre. 


W hat E volution is Not. 
Everybody nowadays talks alxmt evolu­ 
tion. Like electricity, the cholera germ, 
woman’s rights, the great mining boom 
and the Eastern question, it is “in the air.” 
It pervades society everywhere with its 
subtle essence ; it infects small talk with 
its iamiliar catchwords and slang phrases; 
it even permeats that last stronghold of 
rampant Philistinism, the third leader 
in the penny papers. Everybody believes 
he knows all about it, and discusses it as 
glibly in his every-day conversation as he 
discusses the points of race-horses he has 
never seen, the charms of peeresses he has 
never spoken to, and the demerits of au­ 
thors he has never read. Everybody is 
aware, in a dim and nebulous semi-uon- 
seions fashion, that it was all invented bv 
the late Mr. Darwin, and reduced to a sys­ 
tem by Herbert Spencer, don't you know, 
and a lot more of those scientific fellows. 
It is generally understood in the hest in­ 
formed circles that evolutionism consists, 
for the most part, in a belief about Nature 
at large essentially similar to that applied 
by Topsv to her own origin and early his­ 
tory. It is conceived, in short, that most 
things “growed.” Especially is it known 
that, in the opinion of the evolutionists as 
a body, we are all of us ultimately de­ 
scended from men with tails, who were the 
final offspring and improved edition of the 
common gorilla. That, very briefly put, is 
the popular conception of the various 
points in the great modern evolutionary 
programme. 
It is scarcely necessary to inform the 
intelligent reader, who, of course, differs 
fundamentally from that inferior cla&s of 
human beings known to all of us in our 
own minds as “other people,” that almost 
every point in the catalogue thus briefly 
enumerated is a popular fallacy of the 
wildest description. Mr. Darwin did not 
invent evolution any more than George 
Stephenson invented the steaui-engine, or 
Mr. Edison the electric telegraph. We 
are not descended from men with tails any 
more than we arc descended from Indian 
elephants. There is no evidence that we 
have anything in particular more titan the 
remotest fiftieth cousinship with our poor 
relation the West African gorilla. Science 
is not in search of a “missing l i n k few 
links are anywhere missing, and those are 
for the most part wholly unimportant 
ones. If we found the imaginary link in 
question, he would not he a monkey, nor 
yet in any way a tailed man. And so 
forth generally through the whole list of 
popular beliefs and current fallacies as to 
the real meaning of evolutionary teaching. 
Whatever people think evolutionary is for 
the most part a pure parody of the 
evolutionist’s opiniun.

OF a GREAT STRIKE. 


Spreckels Bills Defiance to the- Su­ 
gar Trust—D elicate Surgical 
Operation—Etc.

AMONG TH E STRIK ERS. 
DH Uculties of the "•N eutral” Lines—To­ 
day’s M eeting. 
Chicago, March 4th.—The meeting to­ 
morrow of the Chairmen of the Grievance 
Committees is looked forwar 1 to with great 
anxiety by both the Burlington officials 
and the Brotherhood officers. Upon the 
outcome of this meeting depends the future 
course of Chief Arthur. Should a reason­ 
able excuse be found for it on any one of 
the Western roads the Brotherhood men 
will probably be called out. It is believed 
by many that every Western road is liable, 
under a strict neutrality construction, to 
have its men taken off bv Tuesday morn 
ing.The officers of the Brotherhood now 
admit that nothing satisfactory will come 
of their order to the engineers and firemen 
ot the Reading road to quit work, and dis­ 
patches from the East this morning con­ 
firm that belief. Only about thirty of the 
Reading men were induced to go back to 
their homes. 
At the Burlington office it was not 
thought the Brotherhood would carrv out 
their threat to call off the engineers and 
firemen of the other roads. 
A STRIKER. SHOT. 
L inneras (M o.), March 4th.—At Brook­ 
field yesterday George H. Bostwick, a Bur­ 
lington Railway Bridge fireman, fatally 
shot John Roxv, a striking engineer. To 
avoid lynching Bostwick was brought here 
and is now under arrest. Bostwick claims 
that he has been sworn as a Deputy Sheriff. 
He was in charge of an engine when Roxy 
and others approached the engine anil 
endeavored to take charge of it. An alter­ 
cation ensued and Roxy drew his pistol. 
Bostwick then shot him in self-defense. 
ALL TRAINS RUNNING IN N8BRASKA. 
L incoln (¡Neb.), March 4th.—Businesson 
the Burlington system in this State was 
resumed yesterday, all the trains being run 
except through trains, which have been 
delivered to the Burlington and Mis­ 
souri River road by the Chicago, Burling­ 
ton and Quincy road from the East. Fifty- 
seven complete train crews arrived from 
the East on Friday night, and were put to 
work. So far all have given satisfaction. 
The Burlington and Missouri officials 
say they are prepared to handle fast pas­ 
sengers and through freights as soon as the 
Chicago. Burlington and Ohio can send 
them over their part of the system. 
TO-DAY’S IMPORTANT MEETING. 
Chicago, March 4th.—Chief Engineer 
Arthur took a rest to-day. It was the least 
busy day that he and his Lieutenants have 
had since the Burlington and Quincy strike 
began. All were recuperating their ener­ 
gies for the meeting to-morrow morning, 
which is to determine whether or not the 
engineers and firemen of the Western and 
Northwestern railroads will go on a strike, 
and among the first things said by Mr. Ar­ 
thur to a reporter was: “ You can deny 
officially that there was any secret meetiDg 
of the Chairmen of the Grievance Com­ 
mittees held yesterday, such as was de­ 
scribed in a inorniDg paper. It is utterly 
talse. The fact that the Northwestern Rail­ 
road still holds the classification system is 
well known, but no meeting was held to 
discuss that. No session of the Grievance 
Committees has been or will be held until 
to-morrow.” 
EVERYTHING QUIET YESTERDAY. 
Chicago, March 4th.—There was little 
Sunday work doing in the general offices of 
the Burlington Company to-day. Presi­ 
dent Perkins, General Manager Stone and 
General Payne were down for a few hours 
in the morning, but left for their homes 
early. They superintended the dispatch <ff 
about 100 men, said to be competent en­ 
gineers, to the west at 2 p. m. This was the 
fourth batch accepted by the Master Me­ 
chanic, and they were to be distributed 
over the entire system. 
The rumor that the strike might extend 
to the Northwestern system on Monday 
did not seem to interfere with the business 
or pleasure of the officers of that road. 
President Hewett is still in the East, and 
inquiry at his residence showed that he is 
not expected home tor a few days yet. 
General Manager Whitmore was some­ 
where in town to-day. and Mr. Albert 
Keep, Chairman of the Board of Directors, 
left for New’ York this afternoon. 
At the Northwestern’s offices there was 
no anticipation evident of a strike. It was 
said there that, while the Northwestern 
had a system of classification similar to 
that on tbe Burlington, the standards of 
pay were higher hy several degrees. 
ANOTHER ROAD THREAT3NF.D. 
C hicago, March 4tli.—A report gained 
currency late to-night that the engineers 
and firemen on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Northern would be called out to-mor­ 
row. The Burlington and Northern is the 
new line to St. Paul, and has been generally 
regarded as an offshoot or ally of the Chi­ 
cago, Burlington and Q.uincy, and it was 
said that the Vice-President of the Bur­ 
lington and Northern was in the city this 
evening and had been formally notified of 
thr proposed strike. A solid basis for these 
reports was very difficult to obtain. 
KNIGHTS OF LAI10R STRIKING BACK. 
P h il a d e l ph ia, March 4th.—A statement 
was prepared to-night by National Organ­ 
izer Eastman, of the Knights of Labor, and 
indorsed by the Reading Railroad Em­ 
ployes’ Executive Board, in which the old 
grounds of complaint against the Brother­ 
hood of Engineers is gone over again. The 
statement doses as follows: “After posi­ 
tively enduring defeat on these several oc­ 
casions through the instrumentality of the 
Brotherhood, forbearance at last ceased to 
be a virtue, and the Knights adopted the 
law of retaliation, and I authoritatively 
state that they will not relinquish the posi­ 
tion taken until Mr. Arthur redresses the 
wrongs perpetrated against them, by with­ 
drawing every Brotherhood man 'on the 
Reading system, including the Roundbrook 
Division.” 
Edward Kent, of the Executive Commit­ 
tee of the Brotherhood, was seen this even­ 
ing, but would impart no information. 
LATEST FROM THE FRONT. 
Chicago, March 4tb.—The report that 
the engineers and firemen on the Burling­ 
ton and Northern have been ordered to 
strike is ascertained to be true. At mid­ 
night Vice-President Harris, of the Bur­ 
lington and Northern was closeted with 
President Perkins, of the Burlington anti 
Quincy. 
Vice-President Harris refused to be in­ 
terviewed regarding the situation, but sent 
out word to an Associated Press represent­ 
ative that the interchange of traffic woxld 
not cease. The company’s message from 
Mr. Harris added : "The company pro­ 
poses to run the Burlington and Northern 
road themselves.”

HOW TO 
INDUCE 
IMMIGRATION TO 
CALIFORNIA. 


T he Committee on Publication of the 
State Board of Trade in its recent admir­ 
able report through Mr. W . II. M ills— 
and which in pamplet form has just been 
issued— makes use of this expression, the 
fitness, torce and strength of which is em ­ 
phasized by the history of western devel­ 
opment. 
The committee sa y ; 
The characteristic of Am erican settlem ent 
and civilization has existed nearly two cen­ 
turies. Capital invades unoccupied territories 
far in advance of th eir occupation, constructs 
instrum entalities of transportation, acquires 
water-rigbts, lays the foundation of cities, se­ 
cures to itself franchises, and im m ediately bids 
for im m igration as the most rapid m eans of set­ 
tlem ent. 
In anticipating the com ing of popula­ 
tion capital is rarely disappointed, and in the 
developm ent which ensues vast values are cre­ 
ated. it m ay be said, then, th at there are vast 
sum s of money Interested In the m ovem ents of 
population. Where property values are to be 
created by the coming of such an im m igration 
m ouey will necessarily be exjK-nded in induc­ 
ing it, and the most popular m ethod of indue- 
iug im m igration is by the distributiono! printed 
m atter, representing in the most attractive col- 
oriug the natural resources of the country to 
w hich they relate, and the general desirability 
of those countries as places of perm anent resi­ 
dence. 
All these things have conferred upon 
the westward movements of populations a no­ 
m adic appearance, but this appearauee is en­ 
tirely deceptive. 
Every year witnesses a large 
overflow of population from the most populous 
portions of our country inte its more sparsely 
settled regions. This m ovement ol population, 
which ha- attended the entire history of the 
settlem ent of America, is not the result of m i­ 
gratory habit or nom adic instinct. It is con­ 
trolled and directed by sober judgm ent and 
thoughtful purpose. It is attracted to the unde­ 
veloped portious of the country in the hope of 
sharing the wealth which developm ent will 
confer. 
These are truths which must not 
e 
overlooked in any further effort made to 
induce desirable 
immigration to Cali­ 
fornia. 
They emphasize the further truth 
that capital is never deceived in such 
movements, so neither is stable immigra­ 
tion, and therefore the exact truth Ls what 
must be presented in all missionary effort, 
It is the hight of folly to delude ourselves 
with the idea that we can secure good re­ 
sults in this direction by exaggerated 


representations. 
As the com mittee savs, 
the movement of imputation westward “ is 
controlled by sober judgment and thought­ 
ful purpose.” 
It is not, and never has 
Lecu, permanently influenced by deceptive 
invitations. Every misrepresentation made 
concerning California must stand the cold 
test which capital invariably applies, and 
w ill certainly recoil with immeasurable 
injury upon those who originate and pro­ 
mulgate it. 


The committee further on in their e x ­ 
haustive report, which is in fact a complete 
analysis of immigration movements west­ 
ward, point out that California is now in 
direct com petition with the East in her 
invitation to population. 
That is to say, 
the East 
is alarmed at the prospective 
drain upon its capital and population. 
It 
is extending its influence to stay the tide, 
and therefore every written or printed 
line we put forth undergoes criticism and 
scrutiny of 
an antagonistic character. 
The committee quote from a letter, by an 
Eastern observer, in response to inquiry 
upon the subject, in which the writer says 
than a remarkable and unified eflort is 
made by press and capital at the East to 
check immigration to California, and that 
this effort is having marked effect. 
Hence 
it is, savs the letter writer, that pamphlet 
and advertising matter we send out Ls 
looked 
upon 
with 
more 
than doubt, 
and is discredited largely as la-ing over-col­ 
ored and intended to deceive. 
The com­ 
m ittee say that the far-reaching signifi­ 
cance of this must lie kept in view anti its 
force soberly measured. 
The committee 
do not, however, lielieve that this antag­ 
onism w ill have permanent efleet. It holds 
that the growth of the State will not be 
appreciably affected; on the oontraiy, it 
w ill continue, because “ the real merits of 
our country constitute an attraction to 
immigration as certain in its operations 
as the law of gravity.” 
To what the com­ 
m ittee adds, the attention of a ll candid 
readers is especially in vited : 
E ntertaining these abiding convictions, we 
also believe tea! the (acts of the case can be 
so presented as to secure a lodgemeut injthe 
m inds of m en evcrywhero, and th at the superi­ 
ority being real, and not fictitious, the truth of 
its existence will find complete and early ac­ 
ceptance. It is clear, therefore, th at ordinary 
im m igration literature, dealing in generalities, 
laudatory of clim atic advantages, ornam ented 
w ith florid descriptions, replete w ith glowiug 
accounts of the present and prospective re­ 
sources of u country, are by far too vague aud 
too indefinite to produce the desired conviction 
in the m ind of the Eastern em igrant. Wc have 
no criticism s 10 m ake upon th e publications 
which have been heretofore sent forth. They 
have been of the highest value 
W hat we pro­ 
pose is th at the im m igration literature, com ­ 
piled and published by counties or local Boards 
of Trade, shal be used, and its further publica­ 
tion be encouraged, but th at the publication 
which will go fort.i under the auspices of this 
■State Board of T ade shall address ¡ self to the 
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task of presenting specific and detailed informa­ 
tion. which shall be above criticism as to relia­ 
bility, and as nearly as possible serve as a sub­ 
stitute for perrons! observation. 
T his Ls the kernel of the nut. 
T he time 
has passed when we can effect much by 
dealing in generalities. 
W e must adopt 
the judgment of the committee and address 
our missionary literature to the task of 
furnishing the information the intending 
immigrant most desires, and our study 
mu it be directed to that ascertainment. 
The information must be faet— reliable, 
indisputable fact—and 
without 
wordy 
laudation or “ gush.” 
As the committee 
says— and we make no apology for quoting 
so extendediv; 
Take the various industries—such as general 
firm ing, fruit-raising in its separate branches, 
m anufacturing and com m ercial industries, etc. 
—and present each in separate departments. 
The visitor to the State should have his atten­ 
tion attracted to those features which the State 
itself presents of experim ents that have been 
made In the various industries, which would 
illustrate and verify the statem ents contained 
in the publication. We also desire that every 
stateircnt contained in the publication itself 
shall be such as that a resident of the State, 
thoroughly conversant with the facts, would be 
willing to send to his frieuds at the East over 
his personal indorsement. 
There is much other wise advice in this 
admirable report, especially that concern­ 
ing the presentation of the facts relating 
to the manufacturing and mechanical re­ 
sources of the State ; its commercial im­ 
portance and advantages; its social and 
educational conditions; the cost of living, 
rates of wages, cost of farming implements 
and stock ; market prices of commodities, 
etc., down to the smallest details in which 
the intending settler will he interested. 
The desire to come and live with us has 
been fully awakened by the broad publica­ 
tion of our clim atic attractions; what is 
now needed is unvarnished, detailed, relia­ 
ble information. 
In short, such preaching 
as will, by the forceof demonstrated truth, 
carry conviction, and its specific and ex­ 
haustive character take the place— so far 
as that is possible—of personal observa­ 
tion.

P a c i f i c R a i l w a y C o m m issio n e r A n ­ 


d e r s o n was before the Senate Railway 
Committee on Saturday. 
H e made direct 
charges of maladministration of its affairs 
by the Directors of the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company. 
H e 
was squarely 
met by a rejoinder from Colonel Haymond, 
counsel for the company, with the declara­ 
tion that the integrity of the Directors 
having been assailed, they would assent to 
no bill for a settlem ent on a mere moneyed 
basis. 
They demanded, as a simple act of 
common justice, that they be brought into 
a competent Court and be submitted to 
judicial inquiry as to whether they had 
betrayed any trust, or violated an obliga­ 
tion imposed upon them by the contract 
between the road and the Government. 
“ They 
«m id 
aflord 
to 
lose 
the 
property, but could not aflord to trade 
upon their reputation, character and stand­ 
ing.” 
Every tim e this offer to submit 
these wild and unsupported charges to 
judicial inquiry is made, there occurs a 
dead silence in the anti-railroad ranks. 
It 
is not a little singular that these people, 
who are so ready with their libels, are 
never ready to submit them to the search­ 
ing inquiry of a Court. 
It is remarkable, 
indeed, that when the railroad people 
come forward and ask to be confronted 
with their accusers at a judicial bar, they 
find no readiness to enter njion the exam i­ 
nation. 
Impartial minds will be justified 
in concluding that the enemies of the as­ 
sailed company realiz.e their inability to 
make good their charges, and that they 
will not veuture upon the attem pt to bring 
them to judgment. 


S a c r a m e n t o Republicans do not alone 
enjey the notoriety of being torn by fac­ 
tional fights. 
In San Francisco Saturday 
night a district Republican club was so 
conducted as to jn stiiy the verdict re­ 
corded by the morning press, “ outrageous.” 
Rut the Republican party was bom to a 
destiny that will not be complete until it 
has proved its capacity to purge itself of 
bossism. unfairness and chicanery of every 
dye. 
The party is that of principle, and 
if it does not remain one of purity it will 
be liecause the scheme of humanity fails.

Manager of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, that owing to the traffic de­ 
demauds of his road his company could 
not guarantee to deliver freight east of the 
points named in less than twenty-five days, 
and, also, that perishable freight would otily 
be received at the owner’s risk, on account 
of delays and detention, with the freight 
payments made in advance. Colonel Gray, 
when asked the why and wherefore of this 
new departure, merely staled 
that the 
southern line was crowded with freight 
cars and eould not handle the business 
pressing upon them. 
His company had 
ordered thirty-five additional engines for 
that portion of their system, ana in the 
meantime they did not particularly desire 
to receive the class of freight indicated in 
bis letter to the shippers. 
H e further 
dwelt at length upon the hardships and ill- 
treatment received by his company in 
Texas, where a merchant could always re­ 
cover damages for a cargo of spoiled goods. 
H e was, he said, anxious to hear the ship 
pers on the matter, but indicated no inten­ 
tion of abating the cash payment of freight

LOCAL JNTELLIGENCE.

A " H o w lin g S ou th easter" P la y s H avoc 
w ith F en ces an d Shrubbery. 
Early yesterday morning a fierce south­ 
easter commenced blowing, and in a short 
tim e increased to what might be termed a 
gale. Rain came down in torrents in the 
early forenoon, and those whose business 
chanced to call them from their homes 
found navigation very difficult. Umbrellas 
were turned inside out, hats were seen 
going along without wearers, and altogether 
m any amusing incidents took place- Those 
attending church could not have said 
prayers with much grace after the struggle 
they had in reaching their respective places 
of worship. 
In the upper portion of the 
city every fence tnat was the least “shaky” 
was sure to fall a prey to the wind, while 
m ary trees were felled and plants up­ 
rooted. 
In the Capitol grounds a number of the 
large, beautiful evergreen trees were blown 
down, the two at the entrance on L street 
being among the number. 
A large number of fruit trees, which hap­ 
pened to be in bloom, were almost stripped 
of their flowers, but this will not amount 
to much, as most of the trees have not yet 
blossomed. 
The street car-drivers experienced one of 
the worst days this season, being almost 
blinded by the driving rain. 
A number of awnings on K and J streets 
were blown down, and sign-boards dashed 
to the ground. 
The large eucalyptus tree in front of the 
Presbyterian Church was uprooted. 
The roof was blown from the residence 
of Israel Luce on II street, between Seventh 
and Eighth. 
It was reported last night that the tower 
on the hose house at Nineteenth and L 
streets blew down. 
The upper awning in front of Spieker’s 
drug store. Sixth 
and 
K streets, was 
wrecked, as was also the balustrade in 
front of the store of W ittier. Fuller & Co., 
on Second street, and the Brown House, 
corner oí K and Fourth streets. 
The wind storm of yesterday, says Ser­ 
geant Ifarwick, was the most violent that 
has visited this city since the Signal Service 
station was first opened. 
The severest storm ever before recorded 
was in January, 1887, when a maximum 
velocity of forty-four miles per hour was 
reached. Forty miles per hour has been 
recorded upon three other occasions, once 
in May, 1S7R, or.ee in December, 1880, and 
once in December, 1887. 
The maxim um velocity yesterday was 
forty-eight miles per hour, and the ex­ 
treme velocity sixty miles per hour. The 
latter record is obtained by taking the mile 
that was made in the shortest space of 
time, while the m axim um velocity is ob­ 
tained by taking the number of miles re­ 
corded in five minutes. 
The following shows the actual velocity 
when it was twenty- miles or more per 
hour, viz: From 7 A. M. to 8 a. m. yester­ 
day morning 20 miles; 8 to 9 a . m ., 26'miles; 
9 to 10, 20 miles; 10 to 11, 36 miles; 11 to 12, 
noon, 30 miles; 12, noon, to 1 p. m., 40 
miles; 1 to 2, 32 miles; 2 to 3, 28 miles; 3 
to 4. 21 miles; making a total of 268 miles 
for the nine hours, which was nearly thirty 
miles an hour, and from 8 a. m . to 3 p. m . 
the average was 32 miles per hour. 
The weather on Saturday, when it cleared 
up and looked so beautiful, was rather a 
harbinger of something worse, because the 
barometer rose very rapidly, while y-ester- 
day, during the wind-storm, ii fell rapidly 
up to about 1 r. m., when it began to rise 
gradually-. 
The total rainfall for Saturday and yes­ 
terday was 1.30 inches, making 1.86 inches 
for this month, and 9.80 inches for the sea­ 
son, as against 11 42 inches to an equal date 
last year. 
The average iemperature on Saturday 
was 44°, being 10° cooler than the normal 
for that day. 
The highest and lowest 
temperature was 4S° and 38°, with fresh 
southerly winds during the day- and gentle 
northerly- winds at night. W eather, cloudy 
to clear, with rain at intervals during the 
day. The average temperature yesterday 
was 44°, being 9° cooler than the normal 
for that day. The highest and lowest tem­ 
perature was 47° and 40°, with fresh 
southerly winds during the early morning 
and at night, while the forenoon and after­ 
noon a gale from the southeast was blow­ 
ing. W eather clear to light rain, and cloudy 
at night. 
The wind-storm, between 12 and 1 p. m., 
blew a whole pane of glass entirely out of 
the door of the Signal Service Observatory, 
and found weak spots in the roof and drove 
the rain through them, to the discomfiture 
of the roomers.

One of the curiosities of the February 
payments appears to be in the State School 
Fund. 
For that fund the sum of $1,811,­ 
779 20 was apportioned to the public schools 
of the State, and strange as it may seem 
only $1,478 453 84 has been paid, leaving a 
balance which shonld go to various coun­ 
ties in the stint of $333(325 36, indicating 
that some counties are rich enough to 
maintain their schools without the money, 
or through negligence of the proper county 
authorities the money is not withdrawn, 
thereby compelling many teachers through­ 
out the State to unnecessarily wait for their 
well-earned salaries.

Dr. J. D. B. Stillman, who died in 
Lagonía, San Bernardino couDty, last Fri­ 
day, was well known to all pioneer resi­ 
dents of Sacramento, he having had charge 
of the cholera hospital at Sutter's Fort in 
1849-50, and practiced medicine here until 
1862, when he removed to San Francisco. 
The doctor had strong literary tastes, which 
he improved by foreign travel, and in addi­ 
tion to editorial work in the line of his pro­ 
fession he is best known by his contribu­ 
tions to the Overland M onthly: his book 
upon early days in California with the title 
of " In Search of the Golden Fleece,” and 
his scientific labors for Governor Stanford 
in preparing for the press an elegant edition 
of a book, illustrated by Muybtidge, to 
show the correct motions of the horse at 
full speed. 
After practicing medicine in 
San Francisco nearly twenty years he re 
moved to Lugonia, in Southern California, 
where he brought to hieh cultivation the 
beautiful place upon which he died.

BULLDOZING. 


THE REPUBLICAN PRIMARIES OF 
SATURDAY. 


H ow th e Bosses o f th e D own-town 
W ards Secure D elegations 
from Up Town. 


The Republican primaries were held in 
this city Saturday, to choose delegates to 
the City Convention that convenes in the 
Opera House to-night. In the First and 
Second Wards the machine manipulators 
had it all their own way, as no effort in op­ 
position was made. The Anti-Boss ticket 
in the T hird W ard carried by a large m a­ 
jority. The real battle-ground was in the 
Fourth Ward, where the scenes enacted 
were the most disgraceful. The Republi­ 
can party of this city can no longer lay 
claim, as such, to being one of purity and 
reform. It can no longer boast of being the 
champion of a free ballot and a fair count. 
The m anipulations of the bosses on Satur­ 
day were so openly unfair, unjust and un­ 
blushing, that every self-respecting R epub­ 
lican had to bow his head in shame, and 
acknowledge the leadership of those who, 
when driven to their hole, dare not square­ 
ly contest for supremacy, but resort to bal­ 
lot-box stuffing, fraudulent 
voting and 
every mean, low and despicable method 
known to the lowest and most unscrupul­ 
ous ward thug. 


HOW XT WAS DONE. 
“ If we lose in the Fourth W ard to-day. 
we are gone,” said one of the down-town 
satellites on Saturday morning. 
“They 
think they have got ns but we will run in 300 
votes on them that will knock them silly. 
Let the old Puritanical psaltn singers go to 
! A man that don’t drink, get drunk 
and fight, don’t know enough about poli­ 
tics to vote anyhow. We have run the 
politics of this town for many a year, and 
we will continue through the year of our 
Lord, 1888; you can just bet vour sweet 
life! Let’s go around to Charlie's and take 
a drink. 
This is but one of the numerous 
expressions of swagging strikers that was 
to be heard upon the street in the vicinity 
of the Fourth Ward polls during Saturday. 
The polls were opened at 2 p. m . 
For 
more than an hour prior to that time a 
hundred or more citizens stood in front of 
the door, waiting for the officers of the 
election to put in an appearance. 
When 
the door was finally opened it disclosed a 
full board, selected for the occasion, and in 
whom the First W ard strikers entertained 
the utmost confidence, and as the result 
showed, the confidence was not betrayed 
It consisted of It. W. Safford, who acted 
in the roll of Inspector,while W. Fuller and 
W. C. Graf posed in the capacity of Judges, 
with a couple of dapper-looking clerks who 
bad special instructions from the First 
W ard. W hen the window was opened 
Mr. Saflord leaned his elbow on the sill and 
signified his readiness to take in the ballots. 
Before the voting commenced Clinton L. 
W hite addressed the Inspector and Judges, 
saying: “ You are presumed to be good 
Republicans and honest men. We demand 
as our right that we have a man on your 
Board, not to act. but to see that everything 
is done squarely.” 
The Inspector told Mr. W hite, in lan­ 
guage most foul and indecent, to “ Go to — 
a n d 
— 
Mr. W hite then demanded that the bal­ 
lot-box be opened before voting com­ 
menced, to show whether or not it was en­ 
tirely empty, a request which in all honest 
elections is promptly complied with. He 
also demanded that the Great Register be 
used and that no one but registered electors 
of the Fourth Ward be permitted to vote. 
The Inspector again replied most insult- 
inglv, and refused, with an oath, to pay anv 
attention to Mr. W hite's remarks. “ Come 
on and vote!” he cried, and those who had 
the temerity to further demand their rights 
as American citizens were rudely and con­ 
temptuously brushed to one side. 
Before the voting had proceeded to any 
extent a First-W arder presented his ballot. 
His vote was promptly challenged by a 
dozen or more anti-ring men, and demand 
was made that he be sworn, but the In ­ 
spector refused to administer the oath, 
asked the man if he was a resident of the 
Fourth W ard, and deposited the ballot. 
This course he followed throughout the 
day, receiving the ballots without swearing 
the voters, except in a few instances, when 
a challenge was interposed by the ringsters. 


A STCFFEI) BALLOT-BOX, 
Just how many ballots were in the box 
before voting commenced is notknown, but 
from the best calculations there were 300. 
Lincoln W hite, a thoroughly reputable cit­ 
izen, stood faithfully the entire afternoon 
at the window and counted and tallied the 
number who voted and made it 628, which 
he says is, without the least chance for 
doubt, the number voting. 
The cletks, 
however, tally out 931. Now deduct the 
number actually voting (628), and you 
have 303 for the number stuiled in the box 
before the polls were opened. The bosses 
with 
that 
number thus manipulated, 
claim to lead by eighty-four votes. Accord­ 
ing 
to 
that 
estimate the anti - ring 
ticket had a rightful majority of 219, the 
difference between 303 and 84, or, in other 
words, the anti-ring ticket was carried by 
two to one. And if the election had been 
restricted to residents of the Fourth Ward, 
and llepublicans only had voted, they 
would have had a majority of four to one. 
Everybody in town knows the hackman, 
Frank Thompson, of the First Ward. He 
is a dyed-in-the-wool Democrat, a member 
of the Democratic Central Committee, 
never fails to be a member ol every Demo­ 
cratic Convention, and was a candidate for 
office at the last election on the Demo­ 
cratic ticket. Well, Frank voted in the 
Fourth W ard Saturday to help out the 
game to capture the delegation. No test 
was applied in his case. H e walked up, 
passed in his vote, it was received amidst a 
dozen cries of “ I challenge that vote! He's 
a Democrat and lives in the First W ard.” 
The Inspector understood his business 
and the purpose for which he presided over 
that particular ballot-box. He heeded no 
challenges, dropped the Thompson ticket 
into the box, cried “ voted!” and the down­ 
town hackman, with a smile and a chuckle, 
went away about his business. 
This is but a single instance of scores of 
such that might be given. Besides, all the 
opium fiends, tramps and ex convicts, with 
which the First and Second Wards are pop­ 
ulated, got in their votes at a $1 50 per 
head. That seemed to be the ruling price, 
and was regarded by the bosses as cheap, 
when the question of losing supremacy 
was in the foreground. There were, how­ 
ever, some votes that were taken in at $1 
each, and the usual raft of drunks were 
marched up and exercised their boasted 
privilege of American citizenship—that of 
voting—and received their pay therefor in 
the shape of a drink of rot-gut whisky.' 
Good Republicans, respectable citizens, 
thus stood and saw the elective franchise 
trodden under foot. They saw the tramp 
and the non-resident, the pauper,the drunk, 
the vicious, the depraved, the criminal 
who had no right to vote, marched up to 
the ballot-box, like so many cattle—and a 
scrub breed at that—and voted, and no ef­ 
fort at challenging would be for a moment 
heeded by those who, it was proper to sup­ 
pose, were appointed to see that th ' 
regarded an 
ip p o in ted tt 
id enforced. 
W hy shonld men who pretend to be 
freemen tolerate such fraud?” was asked 
on every side. Some of the further ex­ 
pressions heard were these: 
“Who are the 
men who resort to these unlawful and de­ 
basing methods, and who virtually thwart 
the will of the people and in reality work 
a disfranchisement of a majority" of the 
best citizens of the com m unity?' 
“How 
long is this thing to be permitted 
“This 
is a government of the people, for the peo­ 
ple, and by the people, and let us have it 
so.” “Sacramento politics has been in the 
hands of bosses long enough, and the peo­ 
ple should no longer submit.” "Let us 
organize a partv for our own protection, a 
people's party.” 
“ Let us throw oat this 
corruption in politics.” “Let us kill off 
the bosses.” “ Let us have an honest ad­ 
ministration of our municipal affairs.” 


EXPEBT CLERKS. 
It has been definitely ascertained that 
the Secretary’s sheets show that there were 
twenty-five more names Qf those voted 
than 
there were 
ballots in the box. 
If they kept a correct account of all that 
voted there were 956 voters. The polls 
were kept open less than four hours, or say 
240 minutes. They must therefore have 
voted at the rate of four a m inute during 
that entire time, allowing nothing for chal­ 
lenges and other interruptions. A clerk 
who can write the names and residence of 
four individuals a minute, and keep it up 
at that rate for four hours, does not have 
m uch spare time on his hands. 
Judge W . H. Beatty and a large number 
of such Republicans, who despise dis­ 
honesty, walked away from the polls in 
disgust and refused to vote. 
“ We have stolen the business!” cried 
out Pitt Eldred. "Y ou fellows tried to 


steal it, and we got away with you. Rhoads 
is still boss, and don’t you forget it.” 


A DISGUSTED REPUBLICAN. 
Said an old-time solid Fourth Ward citi­ 
zen on Saturday night, who was so near 
fighting mad that his long-discarded brogue 
broke out in all its native richness in spite 
of him self: “ Begob, O’ive bin a residint 
ov ther Foorth W ar-r-d fur twinty-noine 
years.
